1. Tension in the Middle East has been significantly 
heightened because of the unified Arab decision to support 
the Palestinian Liberation Organization's involvement in 
future negotiations. Tel Aviv is adamantly opposed to Pal- 
estinian participation and the Arabs are apprehensive that 
Israel may resort to military action to strengthen its ne- 
gotiating position. If current diplomatic efforts fail, 
the risk of renewed fighting, especially on the Golan Heights, 
will be sharply increased. While each side is upgrading its 
capabilities to detect and deter any surprise military action 
by the other, either could lau nch a large-scale offensive with 
little or no advance warning.
